ANCIENT  COINS  TODAY'S  STANDARD 
FOR  BEAUTY 

The  Invention  of  coinage  is  due 
to  the  Greeks,  most  probably  to 
the  bankers  of  Halicarnassos  and 
adjacent  Asia  Minor  Greek  colonies 
who,  toward  the  end  of  the"  eighth 
century  B.C.,  began  stamping  the 
small  gold  and  electron  ingots 
which  passed  through  their  hands 
as  currency  with  a mark  of  some 
sort  intended  to  guarantee  the 
weight  and  purity  of  the  metal. 

Such  ingots  very  soon  assumed  a 
round  and  more  regular  shape  which 
we  find  already  in  the  older  silver 
coins  from  Aegina,  nearly  contemp- 
orary with  the  Asia  Minor  "beans." 

Curious  to  say,  none  of  the  sur- 
rounding people  with  whom  the 
Asiatic  and  European  Greeks  were 
in  constant  communication,  politi- 
cal or  commercial,  took  up  the  won- 
derful invention  which,  at  present, 
seems  to  us  of  such  obvious  neces- 
sity that  we  scarcely  realize  how 
the  civilized  world  of  old  could 
have  progressed  without  it. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  however, 
neither  the  Phoenicians,  with  their 
practical  commercial  sense,  nor  the 
Lydians,  nor  the  Persians,  who 
claimed  the  supremacy  over  the  very 
cities  where  the  new  currency  was 
initialed,  nor,  of  course,  the 
Egyptians,  ever  had  coinage  till 
the  conquest  of  Alexander  dissemi- 
nated the  Greek  civilization  all 
through  the  Eastern  world. 

The  Romans  came  to  know  of  it 
through  the  Greek  cities  in  Sicily 
and  Magna  Graecia  and  began  strik- 
ing silver  coins  toward  the  begin- 
ning of  the  third  century  B.  C. 

In  the  meantime  with  the  Greeks,  die 
sinking,  like  everything  else,  had 
fallen  within  the  dom£dn  of  Art,  and 
their  coins,  above  all  those  struck 
during  the  fifth  and  fourth  centur- 
ies B.  C.  by  the  Dorians  of  Sicily 
at  S3rracuse  and  Agri  gent  urn  have 
never  been  equalled  and  remain  for- 
ever a standard  of  beauty  for  the 
artist  and  a model  of  perfection 
for  the  die  sinker.

WAMPUM  NEVER  RECOGNIZED  AS 
CURRENCY  IN  CANADA 

When  the  French  first  made  the 
acquaintance  of  the  Indians  along 
the  St.  Lawrence  river,  they  soon 
discovered  they  were  using  a kind 
of  money  of  their  own.  It  was 
called  wampum  and  consisted  of  beads 
•skilfully  made  from  shells.  Value 
was  determined  by  color;  the  light 
colored  beads  having  lesser  value 
than  the  darker  ones.  But  the 
French  colonists  did  not  take  kindly 
to  the  Indian  money.  True,  it  did 
play  a small  but  unofficial  part  in 
early  trading,  the  light  beads  rated 
as  one  sou  and  the  dark  as  two,  but 
there  are  few  records  to  indicate  it 
was  officially  recognized  as  legal 
tender.  This  was  not  the  case,  how- 
ever, with  the  early  English  and 
Dutch  colonists  of  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board, for  wampum  was  recognized  by 
them  as  legal  tender  as  late  as  the 
year  I67O,  and  continued  in  circula- 
tion for  twenty-five  years  after 
this  date. 

One  of  the  chief  reasons  that  the 
wampum  did  not  find  favour  with  the 
early  French  colonists  was  because 
the  French  king  sent  out  more  or  les 
regular  annual  shipments  of  small 
French  coins,  which  the  colonists 
knew  and  respected.  These  coins 
were  used  to  pay  the  troops  and  less- 
er government  officials.  They  did 
not,  however,  stay  long  in  circula- 
tion but  found  their  way  into  the 
coffers  of  merchants  and  importers, 
who  returned  them  to  France  as  pay- 
ment for  goods  received  or  on  order. 
Thus  for  a short  time  each  year 
there  was  a great  deal  of  money  in 
circulation,  but  for  months  there 
was  scarcely  any  at  all.  There  was 
always  the  possibility  that  the 
annual  shipment  of  these  coins  from 
France  becoming  lost  by  tempest  or 
act  of  war;  this  possibility  became 
an  ^ctual  fact  in  1685.  Whj’'  the 
French  colonial  government,  faced 
with  their,  first  great  financial 
crisis,  did  not  turn  to  wampum  has 
never  been  satisfactorily  explained.

WEALTH  BETWEEN  COINS 


During  the  CJold  Rush  days  in  the 
great  Northwest,  the  Oregon  Ex- 
changfe  Company  of  Oregon  City  pro- 
duced a gold  $5  coin  bearing  a bea- 
ver gnawing  a fallen  tree,  and  above 
were  the  prominent  initials  of 
K.  M.  T.  A.  W.  R.  G.  S.  Partners  in 
the  ambitious  organization,  the 
letters  represented  the  men  Kilboum 
Magruder,  Taylor,  Abernethy,  Wilson, 
Rector,  Gill  and  Smith. 

Fortunes  were  made  fast  in  those 
rip-roaring  days,  and  when  a $10 
piece  was  issued  a month  or  so 
later  it  was  evident  that  a few  mem- 
bers had  hit  golden  Jackpots  be- 
cause fewer  initials  decorated  the 
gold  coin.

OREGON’S  TEN  PERCENTERS 

When  $50,000worth  of  Oregon's 
private  gold  coins  of  $5  and  $10 
bearing  the  beaver  stamp  were 
gathered  in  and  melted  down  at  the 
U.  S.  mint  in  San  Francisco  after 
the  government ' s ban  of  1861*,  it  was 
quickly  discovered  that  these  north- 
west pieces  contained  exactly  10  pei 
cent  more  gold  than  the  country's 
regular  minted  issue.

LONG  ON  Loom  SHORT  IN  CASH 

The  first  $20  Gold  piece  to  be 
struck  in  this  country  was  issued 
by  the  Mormons  in  Utah,  but  its' 
actual  value  was  only  somewhere  be- 
tween $l5  and  $l8  in  comparison  with 
United  States  coinage. 

Practically  all  the  Mormon  specie 
were  short  weight,  and  displayed 
Beehives,  clasped  hands,  lions,  an 
eagle,  and  the  all  seeing  eyei  The 
letters  G.S.L.C.P.G.  were  brief  for 
Great  Salt  Lake  City  Pure  Gold  whiie 
their  legend  stated:  "Holiness  to 
tlie  Lord."
